Known Financier Suffers 
Attack of Neuritis. 


NEW YORK, July 1.—4)—The | 
head of the almost-legendary House. 
of Morgan lay ill tonight in his great, | 
rambling country estate on secluded | 
East Island, off Long Island. 

John Pierpont Morgan, whose fam- 
ily more than any other has written 
the story of financial empire in 
America, was brought home early to- 
day from West Manchester, Mass., 
suffering, said physicians and mem-| 
bers of the family, with an attack of 
neuritis which, although painful, was 
not regarded as serious. 

At Mill Neck, Long Island, Mor- 
gan, who is in his 69th year, was 
transferred from his special railway 
car by stretcher to an ambulance 
and taken away over a narrow con- 
crete bridgeway to the island where he 
and his gy Soe live under a picked 
guard of former United States ma- 
rines. 

He was pale, but waved languidly | 
to a small group awaiting him at the 
station. The stretcher was employed, 
it was said, to save him the pain 
of walking. 

Mansion Inaccessible. 

Late today, the Morgan mansion | 
was all but inaccessible. Inquiries as | 
to the financier’s condition were re-| 
ferred to his Wall Street offices, where | 
associates said emphatically he was’ 
in no danger. 

“He’s doing fine—fine,” said Mor- 
gan's partner, George Whitney. 

One of the physicians in attend- 

ance was Dr. Edward C. Jessup, who 
treated Morgan two years ago for an 
ankle fracture suffered at golf. 
_ A family spokesman said the cap- 
italist and art connoisseur probably 
would start shortly on his customary 
annual trip abroad. 

Morgan had been visiting at the 
home of a relative, Mrs. Stephen Van 
R. Crosby, at West Manchester. The 
neuritis attack, his sons, Junius and 
Henry Morgan, said, was suffered | 
shortly after he had attended the’!

Widely Known Agronomist 


Is Victim of Heart At- 
tack Here. 


Dr. Joseph Nelsen Harper.  well- 
known agronomist and director of the 


yesterday morning at the residence, 
271 Fifteenth street, N. E., at the age 
of 62, following a heart attack. 

Dr. Harper, who had served as di- 


rector of the institute since last July, | 


was a native of Louisville, Miss. His 
early life was spent in Starkville, 
Mies., and he attended Mississippi A. 
& M. College and the University of 
Kentucky. 

In 1898 he was appointed agrono- 
mist of the Kentucky experiment sta- 
tion, where he made notable contri- 
butions on the cultute of tobacco, 
corn, wheat and hemp. 

This work led to his appointment 
in 1905 as head of the department of 


agriculture at Clemson College, 8S. C., 
where he directed activities of the ex- 
periment stations in South Carolina. 
In 1917 he was selected to direct ex- 
tension work of the soil improvement 
committee of the Southern Fertilizer 
Association. 

His activities extended into south- 
ern states and dealt with virtually all 
phases of agricultural development, 
His work took him to Ireland, in to- 
bacco investigation activities, and to 
European countries for study on 6ci- 
entific questions of plant nutrition.

Extension of the drive of Georgia 
Roosevelt Nominators for $100,000 
to aft in conducting the national cam- 
paign for re-election of President 
Roosevelt until Saturday, July 11, was 
announced yesterday by Albert S.

I am 
grateful to the district chairmen, coun- 
ty chairmen and other workers who 
have unselfishly devoted their time 
to this effort during the past two 
weeks. I cannot refrain from express- 
ing my particular thanks and congrat- 
vlations to the chairmen and workers 
in the first, second and third congres- 
sional districts of the state for the 
magnificent showing so far reported 
in those districts.

COUNT An honest tabulation of the existing electoral situation was 
made the other day by a senator who has an inside reputa- 
tion as the best political judge in Washington. 

His pencil counted 193 electoral votes as Roosevelt’s present work- 
ing basis. He gave Roosevelt all the southern and border states, except 
Oklahoma. He likewise gave the President the benefit of any doubts 
in Indiana, Missouri, Wisconsin, Oregon, Utah and Washington. 

His Landon count totaled 139. The Kansas governor was given all 
New England except Massachusetts, which was left doubtful temporarily. 
The Landon list also included New Jersey, Maryland, Ohio, Michigan, 
lowa, Kansas, Oklahoma, Colorado and scattering western states. 

The big ones he left doubtful were California, Illinois, New York, 
Pennsylvania and Massachusetts, with 151 electoral votes. These states, 
he thought, would swing the election. If you add them to the Landon 
working basis, Landon would have 290 electoral votes, or 24 more than 
a majority. 


PROGNOSTICATING Postmaster General Farley is engaged in a 


small personal build-up of himself as a prog- 
nosticator. Senatorial and other high official circles have lately received 
copies of a three-year-old address delivered by Mr. Farley in Philadelphia
